poems  ;  and  that  Barns  was  as  expert  aud 
practiced  in  verse-making  as  a  long  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  art  oould  possibly  make  even  | 
him.  Apart  altogether  from  the  question  of 
the  super  -eminent  genius  of  all  these  men, 
they  did  not  attain  to  this  degree  of  literary 
celerity  all  at  onoe.  They  did  not  jump 
into  it  o*  a  man  tn»y  get  in|o  a  suit. of  new 
clothes.  It  was  in  each  case  tho  result  of 
the  unwearied  practice  of  their  art  There 
ha*e  beeu  instances,  such  as  that  o if  the  poele 
Campbell,  where  the  genius  ripened  early, 
aud  where  the  first  work  was  the  best ;  but 
this  is  very  rare  even  in  the  ranks  of  genius.  I 
The  rale  in  these  ranks  has  rather  been  on 
the  ride  of  unmitigated  labor  in  correcting 
and  perfecting  their  com  position*.  Many 
of  them,  such  as  Gibbon,  wrote  and  re¬ 
wrote  the  Amt  ot  their  productions  three  or 
four  times  over  ;  and  after  all,  when  they 
raw  their  work  in  print,  have  been  known 
to  declare  that  they  thought  that  they  could  I 
liiB  Improve  it  were  they  to  write  it  over  ■ 
yet  again!  It  (nay  be  taken,  therefore  as  e 
fundamental  rule  in  the  attainment  of  liter¬ 
ary  excelteuce,  to  spare  no  labor  in  perfect¬ 
ing  aud  polishing,  aud  to  leave  no  word,  oi 
sentence,  or  passage  unimproved  that  still 
teems  to  admit  of  improvement  Attention 
to  this  would  aavs  many  a  young  writer 
come  of  his  bitterest  disappointments.—
